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REPORT OF THE SGHOOL BOARD. 





Perhaps nothing we may say will be beneficial to parents 
and scholars, and yet we feel the importance of urging a few 
facts which in our judgment will commend themselves to every 
candid mind. 

It seems to be the habit of many of our pupils to absent 
themselves from school when made to comply with rules not 
quite pleasing to their minds. We think it a poor practice, and 
one that parents should correct. We want our scholars more 
regular in attendance, and let no common thing keep them from 
their post of duty. 
gre We think it can be truthfully said of most of our schools 
that they have been highly successful, and it is our motto to 
still raise the standard the coming year. It may be possible to 
unite some of our districts, which will give us longer terms for 
all. We should not rest until thirty weeks’ schooling could be 
given every scholar in our towneach year. We hope our towns- 
men will not be dull to. the fact that less schools mean better 
teachers and longer terms. 

There has been an increase of numbers registered the past 
year, and a larger average attendance. We hope our lowest 
number has been reached, and from now we may gain ground: 

Our schools have had more visitors than in years past, and 
we hope parents and friends will continue to interest themselves 
in behalf of scholars and teachers, so they may assist in a gen- 
eral way the government of our schools and the greater dissem- 
ination of knowledge.
